From  tho  view  point  of  political 
knowledge,  tho  best  informed  person  exists  only  one  in  tho 
country,  and  two  or  throe  of  tho  next  best  and  then  as  the 
numbor  increases  tho  grade  Jowors,  showing  the  fact  that 
the  lowest  are  the  greatest  in  number.  This  is  clearly 
shor/n  in  the  party  administration.  In  order  to  hold  the 
roins  of  tho  government  they  havo  to  be  tho  greatest  in 
numbor  and  for  this  purpose  thoy  havo  to  secure  support 
from  tho  lowest  class  among  whom  thore  aro  many  who  are 
much  moro  anxious  for  their  own  profit  than  for  tho  good 
of  the  country.  Such  is  far  sway  from  tho  constitutional 
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government.  Political  liberalism  has  shown  its  inferior 
nature  at  the  samo  time  v/hon  tho  party  government  came  to 
destruction.  What  shall  *ve  do  then?  Concerning  the  true  and 
righteous  national  government,  which  shall  take  place  of 
liberalistic  government.  I  snail  explain  later  on  together 
with  controlled  economy  which  shall  take  place  of  liberal 
economy. 

(p.l6)  4.  Socially  speaking  liberalism  results,  after  all, 

in  "the  weal:  falling  a  prey  to  the  strong."  Thoir  motto 
"equality"  was  strong  enough  to  take  privilege  away  from 
peers  and  priests  in  tho  past  ago  but  totally  powerless 
against  capitalists  who  could  oxerciso  thoir  privilege  law¬ 
fully  under  liberalism  and  equalism.  Labourers  have  become 
slavos  of  capitalists  undor  liberalism.  But  those  labourers 
should  be  liberal. 

(p.20)  V/hon  the  crisis  came  to  the  old  civilization,  whoso 

keynote  was  liberalism,  thoro  appoared  Marxism.  Marxists 
have  ascribed  ail  tho  ovil  to  capitalism,  but  the  evil  lies 
in  the  material  civilization  itself.  Capitalism  is  nothing 
but  means  to  economically  carry  out  materialism.  Marx' 3 
Communism  may  bo  able  to  strengthen  liboralistic  material 
civilization  but  it  can  not  establish  an  order  for  a  now 
world.  Thus  Marxism  has  been  obliged  to  quit  tho  stage 
having  played  its  part  to  increase  darkness  and  misery  of 
tho  world  in  fighting. 

(p.21)  6.  The  materialistic  liberalism  caused  one  class  to 

exploit  another  within  a  country.  Internationally  It  brought 
forth  a  most  cruel  exploiting  among  different  races.  This 
was  manifested  in  tho  Groat  Europoan  7/ar  (the  first  World 
War).  After  all  the  cause  of  the  •  ar  was  fighting  among 
imperialistic  countrios  for  robbing  colonies  of  each  other. 
Economically  speaking  it  is  capitalistic  countries  fighting 
for  material.

(p.23)yoars  show  tho  solf-paradox  and  ovil  in  tho  old  civilization. 
What  does  the  worldwide  panic,  which  has  swept  over  the  whole 
globe, like  a  storm,  moan?  What  do  tho  revolutions  of  the 
general  public  in  various  countrios  signify?  Whence  is  the 
movement  for  building  countries  according  to  races?  Thus  the 
old  civilization  and  world  system  aro  driven  to  a  corner 
where  they  must  settle  the  whole  accounts.  If  they  postpone 
it  indefinitely  tho  second  World  War  is  unavoidable,  and  the 
crisis  is  approaching  ovory  minute.  Whore  will  tho  now 
civilization  come  from  to  govern  tho  new  age,  and  what  kind 
of  national  systems  will  it  organize  in  the  whole  world?  In 
order  to  find  these  wo  havo  to  look  back  tho  world  history 
beginning  with  its  first  page  and  drive  away  old  dreams  with 
eyes  wide  opon.

I  want  to  ask  white 
ion's  countries  who  aro  they  that  sent  warships  and  armed 
forces  to  India,  South  Africa,  Australia,  etc.,  and  killed 
the  natives  and  declared  occupation  of  the  land  and  kept 
the  possession  on  till  today?  They  will  say  ^at  tJiese 
wore  lands  of  barbarians  who  did  not  know  how  to  dig  out 
treasures  buried  in  tho  earth;  it  is  heavenly  will  to  have 
those  treasures  come  to  light  for  the  benefit  of jj^an 
boinrs.  It  is  a  convenient  argumont  for  them,  but  we  shall 
accept  it  and  at  tho  same  time  we  shall  ask  them  another 
Question.

Japan  to  escape  from  the  preosure  of  surplus  population.  Our 
situation  is  like  that  of  several  dozens  of  people  crammed  into 
a  small  room  of  about  sixty  feet  square.  And  there  are  only  three 
doors  of  escape  loft  open  for  us,  namely  emigration,  inroads 
into  world  markets,  end  expansion  of  territories.  The  first 
door,  emigration,  he*  been  slammed  in  our  faces  by  the  anti- 
Japanoso  immigration  policy  of  othor  countries.  The  second  door, 
inroads  into  world  markets,  also  is  being  pushed  back  by  high 
tariff  wells,  end  the  abrogation  of  commercial  troetios. 

What  bus  t  JAPAN  do  when  two  of  the  three  doors  have  been 
closed  against  her? 

It  is  quite  a  natural  force  of  circumstances  for  Japan  to 
rush  to  the  Inst  door  remaining  open. 

It  may  sound  dangerous  when  we  speak  of  territorial 
expansion,  but  the  territorial  expansion  which  we  have  in  mind 
does  not  necossarily  mesa  the  occupation  of  other  countries' 
territories,  the  planting  of  the  Japanese  flag  thereon  and  tho 
declaration  of  their  annexation  to  JAPAN.  It  simply  means  that 
since  the  powers  of  the  world  have  gone  too  far  in  suppressing 
the  penetration  of  Japanoso  materials  and  merchandise  abroad, 
wo  are  looking  for  a  place  somewhore  beyond  the  seas  where 
Japanese  capital,  skill  and  labour  can  have  free  play  without 
tho  oppression  of  the  white  race. 

We  shall  be  satisfied  with  this  much.  What  moral  rights 
have  the  world  powers  which  have  already  closed  with  their  own 
hands  the  two  doors  of  emigfrtion  and  inroads  into  world  markets 
to  criticize  Japan's  attomot  to  rush  out  of  the  third  door 
ooen  to  her? 

If  they  do  not  approve  of  this,  they  should  open  tho  doors 
which  they  thcmsolves  had  closed  against  us  and  permit  freodom 
of  aotivity  abroad  to  Jauanes*'  emigrants  and  merchandise.

the  whole  world  criticized  JAPAN.  They  vilified  JAPAN  as  an 
outragoous  country,  which  had  wantonly  carried  cannons  end 
naohino  guns  Into  the  territory  of  another  country,  flown 
aeroplanes  over  It,  end  finally  occupiod  Manchuria.  However, 
the  military  action  taken  by  JAPAN  was  not  at  all  an  arbitrary 
one.  And  we  have  no  recolleotion  of  ever  hrving_stolen  an  inch 
of  territory  from  other  countries,  What  grow  up  as  the  result 
of  the  incident  waB  a  nowly  born  empire,  MANCHURIA.  The  Groat 
World  Powers  are  still  talking  about  the  recognition  or  non- 
recognition  of  this  new  nation,  but  whether  the  other  countries 
recognize  her  or  not,  tho  MANCHURIa  Snroirc  has  already  been 
established  and,  with  the  lapse  of  seven  years  since  its  creation 
tho  empire  Is  further  consolidating  Its  foundation  with  tho 
asoistence  of  Japan,  her  frlond. 

And  if  it  is  still  Insisted  that  our  actions  In  MANCHURIA 
were  violent,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  white  races  as  follows: 
which  country  is  it  that  sent  worships  and  troops  to  INDIA, 

SOUTH  AFRICA  and  AUSTRALIA, killed  the  Innocent  natives,  bound 
their  hands  and  feet  with  iron  chains,  whipped  their  backs  with 
iron  whips,  proclaimed  pocseosion  of  these  territories  and  still 
continue  to  possess  thorn? 

They  will  invariably  roply  to  this  as  follows: 

Thaoe  territories  were  all  inhabited  by  barbarians,  who  did  not 
know  how  to  develop  the  abundant  underground  natural  resources 
for  tho  benefit  of  mankind.  Thereforo  it  re  the  wish  of  God, 
who  created  heaven  and  earh  for  mankind  for  us  to  develop  the 
undeveloped  land,  and  prooote  the  happiness  of  mankind  in  their 
stead.  It  is  tho  will  of  Providence. 

This  is  a  very  convenient  argument  for  them.  Let  us, 
howover,  accept  it  p.b  it  is.  Then  we  must  again  ask  them  in 
return  as  follows: 

Then,  suppose  there  ie  still  on  this  earth  land  endowed  with 
abundant  underground  natural  resources  which  has  not  yet  been 
developed  at  all  by  the  white  race,  would  it  not  be  God’s 
wishes  and  Providence's  will  for  the  Japanese  to  go  over  there 
and  develop  it  for  the  well-being  of  mankind? 

And  there  still  remain  many  many  landn  of  this  kind  on 
this  earth.

10.  The  SOUTH  SEAS  ISLANDS  are  located  at  a  very  short 
distance  from  the  southernmost  point  of  FORMOSA.  They  aro 
also  located  at  a  point  where  they  can  bo  reached  by  motor 
fishing  boats  from  our  SOUTH  SEAS  MANDATED  ISLANDS. 

There  are  large  islands,  ouch  as  BORNEO,  CEIEBES  and 
NEW  GUINEA  scattered  throughout  the  Beas.  Wo  call  them 
islands,  but  in  reality  BORNEO  and  NEW  GUINEA  are  largo 
islands,  larger  than  tho  whole  of  JAPAN. 
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The  Netherlands  Is  the  titular  owner  of  moet  of  thoee  island#, 
and  thus  they  are  collod  NETHERLA;T)8  EAST  INDIES.  However, 
what  the  Dutch  have  actually  developed  is  tho  smell  island  of 
JAVA  only,  the  other  islands  being  loft  almost  untouched.  The 
Netherlands,  even  if  they  wished,  find  thoir  hnnds  full  with 
tho  island  of  JAVA  alonr,  and  have  no  reserve  povor  for  the 
development  of  the  other  islands.

/p.192/  Tho  island  of  Java  (including  Madura)  has  a  population  of  41,700,000 
or  seventy  percent  of  the  total  population  of  the  NETHERLANDS  EAST 
INDIES,  in  spito  of  the  fret  that  it  is  a  small  island  with  an 
area  of  51,000  sq.  milos,  or  about  one  fifteenth  of  tho  total  area. 
It  can  he  seen  from  this  fact  that  Java  alone  is  the  only  cultivated 
island  in  the  whole  NETHERLANDS  EAST  INDIES  and  that,  if  the  other 
islands  were  developed  to  even  half  the  extent  of  JAVA,  they  would 
he  capable  of  accomodating  a  population  of  over  100, Of'0. 000. 

Eurtheroore,  these  islands  contain  forosts  in  tho  mountains, 
fertile  virgin  lands  in  the  plains,  fish  in  tho  seas,  and  abundant 
petroleum,  coal,  iron  and  other  underground  natural  resources. 

If  these  islands  hAd  been  inhabited  by  superior  races  like 
the  Japanese,  there  would  hove  appeared  a  second  Japan  and  a 
third  JAPAN  in  these  islands.  Such  largo  islands  afo  scattered 
in  the  seas  south  of  Jauan  within  calling  distance.  Tho  greater 
part  of  thffl  is  left^in  r.  completely  u^dcvrilouad  ntnto.*  'If  tho 
undor/TOflnd  ronourooe 'had  ftouls,  they  would  cry  out  each  night  for 
some  one  to  come  and  dig  them  out  and  use  them  for  the  benefit  of 
mankind  in  a  bright  world.  and  on  the  other  hand,  the  Japanese 
who  are  most  skilled  in  developing  undeveloped  lands  are  confined 
in  a  email  territory  which  has  boon  developed  even  up  tho  slopes 
of  ite  close  crowding  mountains,  and  struggling  under  the  pressure 
of  surplus  population.

In  euoh  a  case  1b  It  the  will  of  God  to  s^nd  a  part  of  this 
surplus  population  to  those  undeveloped  lands  ^reely  develop  a  nev 
world  and  contribute  to  mankind  by  developing  their  underground 
resources ,  or  in  it  th*  will  of  God  to  not  only  leave  those 
abundant  reBOurccs  to  remain  to  no  purpose  in  the  earth  but 
also  to  make  p.  suporior  people  like  the  Japanese  die  on  the  road, 
within  their  own  tiny  territory? 

It  is  needless  to  vaote  many  words,  for  the  answer  should 
bo  quite  clean. 

11.  7ot  this  mason  we  demand  lanes  ir.  the  north,  south,  east 
and  west  of  JAPaN  whore  the  Jepar.oso  people  nay  freely  develop 
their  powers.  What  we  seek  is  not  nominal  territories,  but  a 
new  land,  where  Japanese  labour  and  technology  and  merchandise 
and  capital  may  freely  display  without  Any  persecution  their 
activities  end  develop  tho  riches  now  lying  idle.  We  loudly 
call  upon  the  whole  world  for  such  lands. 

However,  let  us  turn  our  thoughts  to  the  time  when  JAPAN 
makes  up  her  nind  ar.d  starts  her  southward  development.  Wo 
met  be  prepared  to  encounter  a  groat  obstacle  lying  obstinately 
in  our  way  .Although  the  Netherlands  owns  the  grea.ter  part  of  the 
SOOTK  SEA  ISLANDS,  tho  actual  power  whloh  protects  these  islands 
is  the  BRITISH  EMPIRE,  which  boasts  of  the  greatest  navy  in  the 
world. 

ENGLAND  is  a  ration  whioh  for  many  centuries  un  to  this  time 
ha.s  maintained  her  peculiar  traditions  as  a  firm  ard  immovable 
national  policy.  This  national  uolioy  is  to  never  allow  the 
oxistence  of  any  power  as  great  a.s  herself. 

It  was  for  this  reason  that  Britain  defeated  Napoleon  ir. 
the  Battle  of  TiATSRLOO  and  exilod  this  hero  to  the  solitary 
solitary  island  of  ST.  HELENA  to  die  in  agony,  after  Napoleon 
had  appeared  in  France  and  subjugated  the  greater  part  of 
EERO?®  thereby  raising  FRANCE'S  national  prestige  to  the  levol 
of  ENGLAND. 

ENGLAND  was  aaain  the  ring-leader  which  defeated  (USMAN? 
in  World  War  I,  wher  the  national  strength  of  Goraany,  following 
the  aupearp.uce  of  its  great  statesman,  Biemrk,  who  constructed 
the  German  Samire,  gfew  to  such  en  extent  pi  to  rival  that  of 
England. 

In  recent  times,  it  was  ENGLAND  e~ain  which  tried  to  stop 
Italy's  great  undertaking  by  talking  over  the  League  of  "atlons 
pnd  concentrating  naval  forces  in  the  IOTITEHRaEIAF,  when  Italy, 
under  the  daring  hero,  Mussolini,  attempted  to  extend  her  power 
to  ETHIOPIA. 
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Such  has  been  the  traditional  notional  oolicy  of  E-GLAND. 

Vo  would  1c  na^ic?  p  rrw> t  mistake  if  we  think  that  this  ENGLAND 
would  nake  an  execution  for  Japan’ a  southward  advance. 

Therefore,  before  wo  aanlre  to  effect  overseas  developnent, 
we  must  nake  a  groat  resolution.  If  we  are  thoughtless 
enough  to  plan  this  advance  without  this  prepare t ion, our 
scheme  would  show  a  reckless  failure  to  understand  history. 

/p.195/  12.  Nevertheless,  we  call  upon  the  world  for  our  right  to 

exoend  overseas.  "e  demand  this  boceuse,  unless  we  are  to 
starve  willy-nilly  in  this  snail  island  country,  the  only  way 
out  of  it  is  to  effect  overseas  development  by  seeking  new  lands 
in  the  wide  world  around  us. 

As  already  stated  the  world  has  no  moral  right  to  deny 
us  this  right. 

Of  course,  it  would  be  out  of  the  question  if  the  Japanese 
raoe  were  an  inferior  race  without  the  ability  to  develop  new 
lands  and  without  the  qualifications  to  govern.  However, 
the  superior  ability  of  the  Japanese  race  has  already  been  tested. 

Vhat  did  the  white  men  se.y  twenty  seven  years  ago  when  we 
annexed  KOREA?  At  that  time  they  wore  so  self-conceited  as  to 
believe  that  the  white  race  alone  had  the  qualifications  to  be 
masters  of  the  world.  Ard  so  they  arid  that  30,000,000  alien 
people  lived  in  the  KOREAN  PENINSULA ,  that  there  had  been  in 
world  history  not  a  single  instance  of  suoceosful  rule  over  such 
a.  great  number  of  alien  people;  that  altho  ugh  India  was 
inhabited  by  300,0^0,000  natives,  they  were  divided  from  top 
to  bottom  by  races,  religions  and  castes;  that  it  was  a  difficult 
task  even  for  the  white  men  to  rule  an  all on  people  of  20,000,000 
in  bloo,  and  that  any  attempt  by  the  Japanese  people,  who 
belong  to  the  colored  r«ces,  to  rule  KOREA  was  bound  to  fail 
and  would  be  given  up  in  despair.  Thus  did  they  laugh  end 
sneer  at  us. 

But  look  at  KOREA  as  she  is  now.  "'."hero  in  the  world  is  there 
on  overseas  land  better  ruled  and  whose  people  enjoy  more  peace 
and  industrial  development  thAn  Korea?  What  an  earthly  paradise 
Korea  isundor  Japanese  rule  as  conroared  with  INDIA  where  the 
only  method  of  rule  the  rulers  know  is  to  oppress  the  native 
inhabitants  with  iron  chains  and  iron  whips.. 

Let  us  further  examine  this  in  FOHMCSA.  Japan's  FOKiCSA 
and  the  United  States'  PHILIPPINES  are  sepernted  from  each  other 
by  only  a  narrow  strip  of  water.  And  yet  our  rule  of  Formosa 
proved  highly  successful  within  only  ten  years  since  its  possession, 
end  Formosa  is  now  counted  ns  one  of  our  richest  lands.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  Philippines  proved  too  much  for  the  UNITED  STaTES, 
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forcing  her  to  throw  im  her  hand*  In  despair  e.nd  £ive 
conaont  to  it*  independence. 

?acts  apeak  moat  eloquently.  It  la  only  r  dreRin  of  days 
nine  by  that  only  the  white  men  me  entitled  to  rule  the 
world.  The  frets  show  plainly  which  of  tho  two,  the  white  men  .* 
or  the  Japanese  ere  bettor  qualified  to  dev^lope  overseas  lends. 

_  Of  couree,  we  do  not  wholly  extol  our  neat  rule  of 
KCR.  A  and  FORMOSA.  There  ero  too  many  dofecta  to  enu-Tierrte 
here.  and  yet  in  apite  of  these  defeota  we  must  a ay  that 
landa  developed  and  peonies  ruled  by  auch  a  superior  race  p.e 
the  Japanoee  are  fortunate  compared  with  those  under  the  tyrannical 
rule  of  the  white  men. 

'fe  pro  ablo  to  statu  thesu  facta  to  the  whole  world  with  no 
diffidence  whatever. 
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
